$25,000 FOR A TRIAL. 


Ir cost the people of the United States about $25,000 
in a couple of bours the other day to settle in the 
minds of the officers of the Ordnance Bureau whe- 
ther some armor plates made by the Carnegie and 
Bethlehem steel-works respectively were as good as 
they ought to be. It was found that they were; and 

what that means can be imagined when ‘one of the 
plates was 17 inches thick, weigbed 31}¢ tons, and 
was attacked by shells weiching 850 pounds each, 
the Jast ones fired from a 12-inch gua at a distance 
of only 319 feet striking it with the force needed to 
move a mass of 21,000 tone, or 43,000,000 pounds, 
through a foot of space. Tne projectile went 
through. We take it that that did not surprise even 
the ex'pertse who are used to thinking about those 
inconceivable masses and velocities. But what did 
surprise them was thai the hole it made was nearly 
as clean asif it had been drilled, and that not a 

crack appeared about its edges. Though this particu- 
lar projectile was lost, having been deflected and 
fallen into the Potomac, the otlier projectiles which 
penetrated the same plate were found iu perfect con- 
dition and fit to be used again. hat seems almost 
more marvellous than the perfection of the plate. 
Meanwhile the people of New York may take some 
satisfaction in knowing that down at Sandy Hook 
the War Department has just mounted a gun that 
will throw a 1,000 pound projectile, and makea hole 
in the beaviest armor clad ship pow afloat at a dis- 
tance of e1x miles. lf we must spend money on what 
we hope are purely peaceful experiments, it is a 
comfort to know what we get for it.

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CONGRESS AND THE DEPARTMENTS, 


Except in so far as the Services have an interest 
in seeing something done to improve the existing 
financial situation the extra session of Oongress, 
which commences on Monday next, will probably 
not be productive of anything of benefit to the 
Army or Navy. No Military or Naval legislation 
will be attempted, and beyond the Army and Navy 
nominations, which‘will be sent to the Senate, there 
will be absolutely nothing affecting the services 
considered. The funds for the support of the Mili.« 
tary and Naval establishment having been so 
jadiciously used, there will not even be any de- 
ficiency appropriation called for of any eonsequenee, 
There may be a few straggling items. 

An effort will be made to do something in the 
way of the reorganization of the personnel of the 
Navy. We hear that the appointment of the joint 
committee to investigate the needs of the personnel, 
which was talked about last session but did not 
materialize, will ;again be agitated. It might re- 
sult in some good if this could be done, for al- 
though no legislation would likely be attempted, 
considerable headway could be made if a special 
committee should commence an investigation and 
conclude it in time to report to the regular session. 
At the present time, however, it appears ex- 
tremely improbable that the extra session will ever 
go as far as to appoint the committee. 

A large batch of Army and Navy nominations 
will be sent to the Senate in the early part of the 
week. They comprise all appointments and pro- 
motions sitce March 4. The Navy list is partion- 
larly long, an unusually Jarge number of promo- 
tions having occurred since March 4. The most 
important <f the Army nominations is that of Ool- 
onel Wm. P. Oarlin to be Brigadier-General. As 
he will retire before the regular session it is im. 
portant that he should be confirmed early in the 
special session. 

The & oretaries of War and the Navy will resume 
control of their respective Departments on Monday 
next. They are both due in Washington from their 
summer outing on Saturday. There area number 
of important matters awaiting the action of Secre- 
tary Lamont. First among them may be mention- 
ed, the subject of transfers of regiments. This 
will be one of the first questions discussed by the 
Secretary and General Schofield. As we have pre- 
viously intimated, the Oommanding General de- 
sires to change several infantry regiments this fall, 
if funds will permit, and it is his desireto give the 
troops as much notice as possible before the change 
of base occurs. The coming autumn is considered 
a favorable time for making a change, for the rea- 
son thata number of large posts where improve- 
ments have been in progress. will be ready for the 
accommodation of additional troops this year. A 
statement of the condition of the work at the 
more important posts was published in the JouRNaL 
of July 22.

MAGAZINE GUN FOR THE NAVY. 


tHe Navy Department bas decided to appoint a 
gazine gun board of its own, instead of adopt 
the Army gun, as at one time contemplated.

Tn 1881-2, a new Army board, headed by Gen. John 
R. Brooke, was commissioned to report on a maga- 
zine rifle for the Service. This board included Col. 
Litchfield, Maj. Shorkley, Capt. Day, and Oapt. 
Greer, of the Ordnance, four of the most expert 
jadges of the possibilities of an offensive small arm 
inthe Army. After two years’ testing of a large 
number of inventions, the Lee was reported as 
‘* first in order of merit,” followed by the Hotch- 
kiss and the Chaffee Reese. Fora generation nvt 
long past, American invention furnished motif for 
European adaptation. The Schneider went to Eng- 
land from the United States, and its successor, the 
Martini-Henry, was so palpable an infringement on 
the American Peabody, that Great Britain paid the 
Providenee Tool Company a handsome royalty in 
recognition of its claims. The kauser was invented 
at the Remington Armory at Ilion, made at the 
company’s expense, and taken by its designer home 
to Germany. Nearly every continental power 
which has already re-armed itself, or is preparing 
to do so, with the exception of France, has adopt- 
ed a magazine design that is simply an evolution of 
the Lee, and not invariably an improvement on the 
original. Even France, in providing a carbine for 
her mounted army, has appropriated the Lee maga 
zine. We should be glad tosee the twoServices agree- 
iog upon the choice of a small arm, but we think 
that the Navy Department are wise in refusing to 
follow the lead of the Armyin this matter. Weare 
not yet satisfied that the resources of American in- 
vention are exhausted. The conclusions of the 
Naval board confirm, in our opinion, that the adop- 
tion of the Krag Jorgensen was not only impolitic, 
but annec¢ssary. 








WHILE no deficiencies will be shown in the esti- 
mates now preparing by the Navy Department, it 
has been a pretty close shave to keep within the ap- 
propriation for construction and repair work. The 
past fiscal year has been a particularly active one 
in the way of overhauling sbips. There was the 
work of fitting out vessels at Mare Island prepara- 
tory to their voyage around the Horn for participa- 
tion in the Naval Review, and again atter the re- 
view to prepare the vessels participating for foreign 
cruises. About $45,000 of the review fund was 
utilized for this purpose, but this was only a drop 
in the bucket as compared with the actual expendi- 
tures during the year which participated in the 
great event. The entire $950,000 for the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair and $445,000 for the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering has been consumed. 
Similar amounts are appropriated for the current 
fiscal year. Although there are no reviews or simi- 
lar events to prepare for, these amounts will be 
needed to keep the ships in good cruising condi- 
tion. The extensive repairs on the Baltimore, 
Newark and Atlanta, now in progress, will come 
out of the current appropriation. One hundred 
thousand dollars at least will have to be expended 
on the Atlanta alone. She is to have new decks 
and, possibly, new boilers, or, at any rate, exten- 
sive overhauling of her machinery. She has had 
seven years’ continuous work without any extensive 
overhauling. The Chieago and Boston, the other 
two Roach cruisers, will also require extensive re- 
pairs during the current year, a new set of boilers 
for the Chicago being absolutely necessary. * With 
these vessels and the Alert, coming home in Sep- 
tember to be refitted, a big hole will be made in the 
appropriation available for repair work. And should 
the Secretary approve the recommendation of the 
Board of Bureau Ohiefs for rehabilitating the 
famous old Hartford it will be a tight squeeze to 
pull through with the funds appropriated. The 
half a million dollars nesessary for this work, how- 
ever, would not all come out of one year’s appro- 
priation, for to do all that is proposed to be done 
it will require two or three years to complete the 
Hartford. 


We learn that the War Department bas it in con- 
templation to tabulate and publish in orders the 
pames of such battles as should properly be in- 
soribed upon the colors of regiments and the guid- 
ons ot ,t-oops and batteries, under existing regu- 











lations.

A rEcex?® letter from an English efficer serving on 
& war vessel among the Samoan Islands, conveys 
the information that the published account ef the 
troubles between King Maleatoa and Mataafa have 
been greatly exaggerated, and that the situation is 
not much different from that whieh has existed 
ever since the return of Maleatoa from the exile im- 
posed by the German Government. Whatever frie- 
tion exists between the two chiefs is mainly due to 
German interference with the affairs of the 
country, and it is hinted that if it were not for the 
German persistency in absorbing land comtrary to 
the tribal laws of the islands there would be no dif- 
ficulties between Samoa and the rest of the world, 
The Germans, as hitherto, furnish the sinews of war 
to both sides, trusting to the operations of chance 
for the carrying out of their deep-laid plans of ter- 
ritorial acquisition. 





Wain there is much talk of the interests of Eu- 
ropean nations in Siam, the fact is that China and 
other neighboring countries would have the real 
burden ef inconvenience and distress resulting 
from a blockade of Siamese ports. With England, 
France and Germany it is mainly a question of 
treight, or of trade that could be interrupted with~- 
eut serious results. With China it is a question of 
food. Siam isan abundant producer of rice and 
exports that grain even into countries that are sup- 
posed to grow it for themselves.

RECENT DEATHS. 

PassED ASssIsTANT ENGINEER THEOPHILUS COOK, 
U. 8. N., retired, who died in Baltimore July 20, was 
appointed 3d assistant engineer May 20, 1863, at- 
tained the grade of P. A. Engineer in 1874. and was 
retired from active service October 11, 1881. He 
leaves a widow and two daughters. 

CHAPLAIN JEREMIAH PorTER, U.S. Army, retired, 
who died July 25 at Beloit, Wisconsin, in the 89th 
year of his age, .served as a chaplain of Lllinois 
troops during the war, was appointed a post-chap- 
lain in 1876,and was retired in 1882. The Chicago 
Inter-Ocean, referring to the death, says: ‘‘ The 
death of Rev. Jeremiah Porter is another break in 
the chain of old settlers in Chicago. He was the last 
to go of the early missionaries who came to Vhicago 
when it was still an Army post on the frontier, and 
his name will be indelibly written in the city an- 
nals because he was the founder of one of the 
strongest Protestant churches in Chicago. Dr. 
Porter was a minister of the best type. He fol- 
lowed the Army te introduce the gospel where the 
sword had made the opening of civilization. In the 
Indian wars he was on the frontier. In the anti- 


slavery agitation he was a pioneer and one of the 


first preachers to denounce the murder of Lovejoy. 
In the civil war he and his wife were at the front 
ministering to the sick and wounded. In the days 
of reconstruction they were teachers in Texas, and 
the closing years of his life were-spent among his 
friends in Wisconsin. Few men have been allowed 
to live to see such an abundant harvest of the seed 
sown in good ground. * * His wasa well-spent 
life, and he lived to see such abundant fruits from 
his ministry as few men have ever beheld.” 

Calhoun, 
U.S, A., retired, died July 24, at Springfield, Mo. 


Mrs. Heten MAR ORmMsBY, sister of Capt. F. D. 
Webster, U.S. Marine Corps, ‘retired, died July 16 
at Fremont, Ohio. 


GENERAL JOBN MORRILL, & distinguished Lllinois 
soldier during the war, died at his home in Wallace 
Township, Ottawa, IIl., July 28. 


Mrs. Lypra A. GILuIs, wife of Commodore J. H. 
Gillis. U. 8. Navy, retired; died Aug. 2 at Alexan- 
dria, Va. The funeral took place on the afternoon 
of Aug. 4. 


Mrs. DuLany, widowfof Captain Bladen Dulany, 
U. 8S. Navy, died at her residence on Tenallytown 
Road, Wasbington, D. C., Julv 25. Captain Dulany 
was a veteran of the war of 1812 and died Decem- 
ber 26, 1856. 


Mrs. MARY WILLING CLYMER, who died at Tren- 
ton, N. J., July 22, was a sister of the late Medical 
Pirector George Clymer, U.S. Navy. She was dis- 
tinguished for her many charities. Her grandfather 
was George Clymer, one of the signers of the De- 
claration of Independence. 


Mr. Henry WHITESTONE, an architect of national 
reputation, died recently in Louisville, Ky., in the 
seventy-fourth year of his age.

The Army Board on Range-finders, consisting of 
Major M. P. Miller 5th Arttilery; Capt. D. M. Tay- 
lor, Ord. D., and Capt. J.G. D. Knight, engineers, met 
at the War Department this week to make up their 
report on the recent experiment with the Lewis in- 
vention. lt is understood that the Board considers 
the results with this finder the best yet obtained, 
but is not prepared to recommend it for adoption 
for the service, and will not recommend the adop- 
tion of any finder until exhaustive experiments 
have taken place with the modified Fiske, the Pratt, 
the Gordon and several of the best foreign in- 
ventions. . 





Some rather surprising results ensued from the 
test of an inclined armor plate, at Indian Head, on 
August 1. An 8-inch curved plate, placed at an 
angle of 22 degrees with the normal, was attacked 
by 86-inch Holtzer projectile, fired with a velocity 
of 1,900 ft. per second. The projectile behaved as 
anticipated—it broke up—but much to the surprise 
of the officials, it deflected but little, the projectile 
entering the plate at 30 degrees,and penetrated 
practically the full thickness of the plate, a piece of 
the poin! going two inches into the backing. Tie 
point of the shell which was oracked remained in 
the hole, while the loose pieces were thrown to the 
rear some distance. 

At the works ofthe Pratt and Whitney Co., Hart- 
ford, the new six pounder Sponsel rapid fire gun, 
which has been under process of construction for 
some time, is, says the Cowrant, approaching com- 
pletion. It will first be subjected to trial at [Indiaa 
Head under naval experts and subsequently at 
Sandy Hook in competition with the other guns of 
its type. Designed bya clever inventor and con- 
structed at most perfectly equipped machine shop 
in the world, under the supervision of the most 
skilled master mechanics, e-pecially well upin the 
requisites and possibilities of gun construction, much 
is naturally expected of this newarm. The claims 
made-for its constructive design are simplicity, in- 
terchangeability of parts, direct action, freedom 
from screws, double extractors, fewer pieces, etc. 
Two of the Sponsel guns have already been ordered 
forthe Revenue Service, and should the test at 
Sandy Hook be successful it 1s understood there is 
an order for fifty-two.

The Board desires to reiterate and, if possible, emphasize 
the recommendation of the Committee on Appointments 
and Examinations that the number of cadets be inc 
as suggested in the report of that committee, and that the 
standard of qualification for admission be raised. 

The Bard is impressed with the belief that the Academy 
should be required to educate as many young men as its 
capacity will aay. Ary policy which fails to secure to 
the nation the full benefit of the institution in the edu- 
cation or training of its young men is neither economical 
nor wise. 

The graduates of this Academy have been equal to every 
emergency in our national life. The pece of American 
history have been made luminous by the simple story of 
the great achievements in war and in peace of the men who 
were educated in this school. The young mea are trained 
especially for the life of a soldier, to defend the honor and 
integrity of the nation and to protect the flag, but they are 
subject to be called upon as conservators of the peace 
and subject to the civil authorities.

Later it was contended by 
the Commander-in-Chief that a light battery was 
the equivalent of a regiment of infantry, and as the 
battery chief was a captain, field officers were, 
therefore, unnecessary, and orders were issued di- 
recting that artillery should be taken into service 
by batteries * thus rendering field officers unneces-

The views of both the Adjutant-General and Com- 
mander-in-Ohief obtained and, as stated by the late 
Bvt. Maj.-Gen. Hunt (this illustriousartillery officer 
died a colonel), * to the end of the war the artillery 
was deprived of general officers because the bat- 
teries were companies, and of field officers because 
they were regiments. Of course, all promotion 
ceased in the artillery and many accepted it else- 
where.” To the foregoing is due the fact that 
throughout the war, general and field officers’ com- 
mands (artillery) had as chiefs captains and even 
subalterns. 

Of the artillery at Fredericksburg, Gen. Hunt re- 
porees: “* * * Jt will, perhaps, hardiy be be- 
ieved that for the command and management in 
their operations of the artillery of the Army. con- 
sisting of 412 guns, 980 artillery carriages, 9,543 men 
and officers, and 8,544 horses, besides their large am- 
munition trains, there were but five field officers of 
artillery in the pf Add to this that there was 
no commagsder of all the artillery until alate period 
of the — and | doubt if the history of mod- 
ern armies can exhibit a parallel instance of such 
palpable crippling of a great arm of the service.” 

At Gettysburg (where the artillery consisted of 
...- guns, 8,000 men and 7,000 horses), there were, be- 
sides the chief of artillery, but one brigadier-cen- 
eral and four field officers! Of the fourteen artillery 
brigades, pine were commanded by captains and 
one by alieutenant! Asimilar personnel of other 
arms would have had some four general and fifty 
field officers. 

Such was one phase of artillery affairs thirty years 


ago. 

A short examination of the Army Register of '93 
will reveal an outing pease as follows: 

General officers on the active and retired liste— 
whence appointed as general officers—Infantry, 15; 
Oavalry, 7; A. G. Dept., 4; Q. M. Dept., 4; Engineers, 
4; Ord. Corps, 8; Sub. Dept., 8; Med. Dept., 3; Pay 
Dept., 3; Lnsp.-General's Dept., 2: J. A. General’s 
Dept., 2; Civil Lite to Retired List, 2; Signal Corps, 
1; Artillery,1. Total, 54. 

To this single artillery appointment the arm 
owes what little vitality and professional zeal there 
may be in 1t to-day. 

Since the war some fifty-five bri ler-generals’ 
commissions have been bestowed; of these but one 
has gone to an artillery officer (1886). The artillery 
not being astaff corps, gets no promotion to its 
head, as iv enjoyed by those corps, and as the 
gates to the other elass of genera! officers appear to 
be closed to It, the arm would seem to be considered 
as not of theline. Between the two stools sits the 
artillery—just plain artillery. = 
Although the young artillery lieutenant may 
hardly dare hope to be a general, it would be mis- 
leading to aver that he never need expect even a 
captaincy, though he lived tothe age of Methuse- 
lab. The register disproves thisas it shows that 
something less than twenty-seven years service is 
all that is necessary to bring an artillery lieutenant 
to the threshold of a captaincy. 

The first thirty-four first lieutenants in relative 
rank are of the artillery, and it w interesting to 
mote the rank of those entering other corps at 
about the date of entry into the artillery of the 
lieutenant standing, say, half way down the above 
list: Medical Department and Engineers, major, 5 
years ago; Ordnance, captain, 15 years ago; cavalry, 
captain, 9 to1l7 years ago; infantry, captain, 4 to 10 
years ago.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
TWENTY SECOND REGIMENT. 


Tue Twenty-second went in for a record at the 
State camp of 1893, and they have certainly won it, 
entering the grounds Saturday, July 221, with 40 offi- 
cers, 611 enlisted men,—651; absent, 3 officers, 69 
men—72, aggregate 723, and a per centage of 90, for 
duty. This per centage varied but a fraction through- 
outthe week: The Two-twos are very popular at 
Peekskill and the first call for “* tattoo,”’ was all too 
soon for soldiers and visitors. At “taps” not 
a sound could be heard but thesharp click of thesen- 
try’s heel, as he walked post in the regulation ste 
the minute, and as near thirty inches as 
Almost every regiment occupying the camp 
year, except the Twenty-third, have had a special 

‘fad,” from the “color salute” of the Seventh to 

the “‘ battalion march to meals” of the Twelfth, and 
the Twenty-second must have something new or 
not be in the swim, so this “trot trot trot’’ of the 
sentries, as termed by the many military visitors, 
was instituted. Of course the new regulations call 
for a certain cadence and length of step, but when 
an unfortunate sentinel is forced to keep up this ratie 
of movements for two consecutive hours and at the 
same time properly watch his post and be active in 
the recognition of officers, it must be ac«cnowledged 
that the “ fad’’ is extreme. Why, even on one after- 
noon when the rain swept across the camp in sheets 
and the wind was so fierce that many of the tents 
were blown down, these poor sentinels were not 
allowed to ocoupy the sentry boxes, but were 
forced to march post without overcoats at this re- 
gulation step. 

The guard aount of Sunday morning was as near 
perfection as will ever be attained in the perfor- 
mance of this ceremony. [t was not in this regi- 
ment as in others during the season. The adjutant 
knew his business and did not need the advice and 
assistance of sergeants and drum majors. The regi- 
ment atthe evening parade on Sunday appeared 
in its special uniform, the white coat, in spite of the 
State orders, requiring that only the uniform as is- 
sued by the Stateshould be used onsuch an occasion. 

As was to be expected the early morning drills of 
Monday and Tuesday, squad and section in extend- 
ed order, proved that armory work had not been 
neglected. It was a pleasure to observe the duty 
performed by sergeants and corporals; whether on 
the drill field, in quarters, or going to or from the 
mess hal] the re ged of the office was always main- 
tained. It is little wonder that the officers oan hold 
their companies well in hand when they are backed 
up by the earnest work of such non-coms. Of the 
work by company in extension there was indeed 
little if any fault to find. There were errors and 
lapses, but they were so quickly corrected and reo- 
tified that the faults only went to prove the capa- © 
bilities of the instructors; both drills were success- 
ful. The same may be said of the battalion drills 
in closed order, conducted by Majors Bartlett and 
Hart. The satisfactory manner in which the sche- 
dule of drill for these two days had been accom- 
plished, enabled companies and battalions to exe- 
cute the programme for Wednesday, the platoon in 
exiended and closed order, a day in advance of the 
prescribed time. The platoon in extension was well 
understood by all engaged, but the platoon in 
closed order was not so effective. There was a hes- 
itancy in the commands of the subalterns anda 
nervousness on the part of the guides and men 
plainly discernible. This was due apparently to 
over anxiety to be strictly correct, for after a few 
repetitions everything worked to a charm. There 
was very little chance to discriminate in the work 
of either battalion; both were good and ably 
handled by therespective majors. This completion 
of the routine enabled the regiment to take up 
company in extended order for the forenoon drill 
of Wednesday. Here was shown the first real 
breaks of the week, and it was surprising, too, when 
the good workin this drill by equad, section, and 
platoon is considered. The men were unsteady, the 
firings by platoon decidedly ragged, while for the 
firat time we noticed a tendency to talk in ranks. 
Thursday morning was again devoted to the 
company extension. The consolidation of the 
regiment into four companies of thirty-two files 
for the forenoon drill was quickly consummated 
by Adjutant Hart, the battalion turned over 
to Colonel Camp, and the first drili of the bat- 
talion extension undertaken, the north field being 
used. There was no delay in the preliminary orders 
of the colonel, but there was a hesitancy on the part 
of the commandants designated for the fighting 
line. A gallop right and left of the two majors, a 
scurry of the orderlies, a few quick and sharp com- 
mands and the battalion was in motion, the “form 
for attack” quickly made and the firing line of sec- 
tions and squads rapidly deployed as skirmishers; 
the supports, however, were remarkably slow in 
reaching the extended line. The fires by platoon 
and section were regular, the extension of the re- 
serves by section weil timed and the supports in 
peoper position; the advance in double time, the 

rings and re-inforcements effective, the rapid fire 
well sustained, the men all dropping to the knee 
without special orders, “to the charge’’ exeouted 
simply in double time, and the charge and yeil 
enough to scare any ordinary enemy and drive him 
tocover. The rally and assembly were correctly 
made and the battalion returned to ite original posi- 
tion. After a long consultation with the officers, 
during which, to the great credit of the command, 
not a map left the ranks, this battle formation was 
repeated successfully. ‘The only grave error noted 
was the tendency of the captain of the 3d company 
to fight on his own hook, completely ignore the 
base battalion and signal for the supports at the 
very wrong moment. Col. Camp called this officer’s 
attention to these faults, and on the third repeti- \ 
tion “all went merry as @ marriage bell.” The 
afternoon of this day was devoted to the athletic 
sports of the regiment. 

Friday morning the companies attempted a new 
departure, forming the extended order from the 
column of fours. in nearly all the companies the 
first effort was a total failure, squads, sections and 
supports being badly mixed, but repeated trials 
brought order out of this chaos and at the close the 
non-coms. were fully equal to the occasion. The 
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with the performers the unqualified applause rendered. 


forenoon drill again under command of Col. Camp

was a repetition of the previous day’s work, with 
the addition of a liberal supply of blank ammuni- 
tion. Twice the battalion extension was repeated 
in excellent shape. The firings by the companies 
and supports at the rally, deserve special commen- 
dation. The colonel then tried the battle forma- 
tion from the column of companies, with the 3d Co. 
as tbe base company. Atthe form for attack, the 
2d and 8d companies were completely dazea, but 
the flank companies went through in excellent 
shape. Aftera long halt and extensive explana- 
tions the coluwn of companies was again formed 
and the movement repeated, which though not by 
‘apy means perfect, was a most excellent object 
lesson to officers and men. 

This virtually closed the military duty of the week, 
foradriving rain storm prevented all drills on Satur- 
day. The cheers of the men after the dismissal 
showed their appreciation of the good work of their 
officers. There was little or no call for the care of 
the surgeons in camp, while during the week tbe 
guard house tent might easily have been returned 
to Col. story, for it was never occupied. 








SIGNAL CORPS FIRST AND THIRD BRIGADES. 


With a detachment of one officer and 16 enlisted 
men, Capt. lves’ corps was represented at the State 
camp, during the week ending July 29.
